Gov t Going Abroad for Student 
Nurses; Shortage Said Serious |

Faced with a desperate 
shortage of qualified nurses, 
the Ministry of Health is con- 
sidering a world-wide cam- 
paign to recruit girlies 
to train as nurses in en | 
schools. The n 
shortly tc broach the subject | 
at a meeting of matrons of 
the country’s 12 Ministry-ap- | 
proved nursing schools. 

This year, even more than 
previous years, there has been 
a sharp decline in the num- 
ber of student nurses, and 
the schools are now two- 
thirds full. In the hospitals, 
one out of three nurses are 
of the less-trained practical 
grade who fill in for the 


missing qualified nurses. 


Normally, the practical 
nurse, whose course lasts 15 
months, attends to the bed- 
‘side needs of patients. The 
qualified nurse, after three

It landed on 
its right side, thus closing 
the regular exits. 

A policeman 
Tikva who was travelling in 
a bus in the opposite direc- 
tion, was the first person to 
reach the scene of the acci- 
dent. He opened the emer- 
gency door on the left side 
and started to help the pas- 


tender from Petah Tikva and 
a military vehicle were used 
to take the wounded to hos- 
pital. 

The 22 slightly injured were 
sent home after receiving 
first aid.
